John H. Mickley, 18, of W est Mid­ 
dle street, a freshman at Gettysburg 
College, m ay lose the sight of his left j 
eye as the result of an explosion of a 
sulphric acid solution while experi­ 
menting in chemistry at the college 
laboratory, Thursday afternoon. 
Vision in young Mickley’s right eye 
has been impaired since birth, and it 
is regarded as probable that he m ay I 
become totally blind us a result of the 
explosion Thursday afternoon. 
E ye specialists a t the W arner Hos- i 
pi tai where the injured student was 
taken say, however, that- the e x a c t1 
am ount of sight Mickley wil! have in 
the injured optic can be determined 
only after the acid burns have healed. 
Flour or five days, it was said, would 
be required to partly heal the wound, 
and give tho physicians an opportuni­ 
ty to definitely determ ine w’hether the 
sight will be saved. 
Mickley, it was stated, was experi­ 
menting with an unknown problem in 
chemistry in the laboratory1 when the 
accident occurred without w arning. 
Most of the compound in the recep- j 
tacle which exploded is said to have I 
been sulphuric acid, one of the most 
dangerous and m ost powerful acids | 
known in chemistry. 
Cause Unknown 
J u st w hat caused the m ixture to \ 
explode has not been 
determined. > 
Mickley, it is stated, is unable to as- 1 
3ign a cause for the explosion. 
Glasses the student was wearing at j 
the time saved the left eye from more 
serious burns. 
Only th e left eye ■ 
was affected by the sulphuric acid, the 
entire charge being received tm {be­ 
left side of his face. 
Eye specialists at the hospital say i 
th a t the cornea of Mickley’s left eye 
is badly burned, and th a t they will 
be unable to say definitely whether 
any sight in the injured optic can be 
saved until a fte r the burns have heal­ 
ed somewhat. 
The am ount of vision 
in 
young 
Mickley’s right eye is said to be not 
sufficient to allow him to read or I 
study, so th a t if the sight is lost in 
the left eye, he will probably become 
totally blind, or nearly so.
